THE RAILROAD MANAGER'S PLEA. 
* The ‘statement which we have obtained 
from Mr. Hayben, the General’, Traffic 
Manager of the New-York Central and Hud- 
son River Railroad Company, presents in 
the clearest and most concise form that we 


have yet seen‘the objections of the railroads, 


and particularly of the line which he serves, 
to the Anti-Discrimination bill now pending 
in the State Senate. Mr. Hayben thinks 
that the proposed law would impale that 
great corporation upon the horns of ‘a 
‘Gilemma from *'which it. could not es 
cape in «# condition to operate ‘its 
road without. disastrous loss to itself .and 
to the State and City of New-York. There 


will be little comfort in the reminder that it 


has brought itself ‘to this perilous.situation 
by the injustice that it has done in discrimi, 
nations which have been based on no princi- 
ple or reason and can find no justification. 
A deep sense of wrong is at thebottom of 
the popular demand for» regulation ‘and 
restriction, and if the company had used its 
discretion with a proper regard for personal 
and public. rights, there would ‘have 
been no danger of its serious curtail- 
ment, But. the measure upon . which 
the Hepburn committee agreed, after -la- 
borious investigation and careful delibera- 
tion, was not intended for the punishment of 
the railroad companies, nor. has there been 
any purpoge to cripple them. in their, busi- 
ness, much less to injure the transportation 
interests of this State and all that .depends 
upon them, It isnot conceivable, that’any 
class “of citizens should. insist upon action 
which they supposed .would - have. this 
result, . Having. presented the; case. of the 
people against the railroads as its merits 
have been generally - understood, we are 
quite willing to give the other side. the 
benefit. of its own statement.

THE PROPOSED BANKRUPT ‘LAW. 

At the last meeting ofthe New-York 
Chamber of Commierce a: report was. sub- 
titted from a special comimittee . relating ‘to 
the Bankrupt bill now. before ~ Congress. 
It «is an. extremely interesting . and 
valuable contribution to: the. discussion 
of this important quétion, “and “though 
it isnot likely to have any immediate effect 
upon the passage of the measure, which can : 
hardly be taken up at the present session, it 
Ought to be carefully consideréd. The re- 
port, which was presented by Mr. D/C. Ros- 
BINS, criticises with great. particularity 
the measure’ prepared by . Judge Low: 
ELL, of Massachusetts, approving (many 
of, its ‘provisions;. but . suggesting . radical’ 
changes in others. The) point which will 
strike'the general reader with greatest in- 
terest is the proposition of the committee of 
the Chamber that ‘‘a dischargéof the debtor 
should: never be allowed: without a careful 
examination of past transactions, by which 
recklessness and dishonesty may be punished 
and discouraged. ’’ 

This is a perfectly sound proposition, 
and one which has been ignored to much 
too. great an extent by those on whom the 
task of framing legislation has fallen. In 
the opinion of ‘the Committee of the Cham- 
ber, it has not received from the author of 
the Massachusetts measure —the . attention 
which it deserves, The,committee says: 

“In Great Britain atrial of\the debtor for bank- 
ruptey is regarded as essential” Jn 1860. the British 
act was so modified that a debto t arrange a 
settlement with his creditors and. aVoid a trial for 
bankruptoy, but this amendment, has ttot given sat- 
isfaction. A recent bill, proposed by. ttorn 
General in 1879, disposes. of this provision sand \in- 
sists that all cases of bankruptoy that may occur 
hereafter, as before 1809, shall receive public trial, 
without regard to any arrangemént that may be 
made between the debtor and his creditors. 

“In Judge Lowzu1’s proposéd bill-all this is over- 
looked. A debtor may have made. a fraudulent 
partnership, and, may have. conducted a reckless 
énd fraudulent business for years, without respon- 
sibility to the public, provided that care be taken 
to keep within the requirements of, the act, which 
are quite limited, for a period of three months pre- 
éeding his adjudication as a bankrupt.” 

If. this be a correct statement of- the effect 
of the bill now before Congress, it cannot be 
neglected with safety. - Nothing is more de- ; 
imoralizing to the whole business commuinity’ 
than the possibility ofia debtor receiving a 
legal discharge’ from indebtedness incurred 
with intention to defraud, or witha care- 
lessness equivalent to dishonesty, . This was 
the bane of the former Bankrupt law.: That 
law. might fairly have been. described 
as. legal contrivance for :the encotirage~. 
ment ‘of ‘swindling.’ It was @ terror. to 
ereditorg, and to honest debtors as well, but to 
the clever, unscrupulous sharpers who,- tin-: 
fortunately, infest every \ branch of trade, 
it was a welcome refuge ‘when the time

' THR RUSH AT CASTLE GARDEN. . 

More than one hundted thousand immi- 
grants have landed at Castle Garden since 
Jan, 1 of the present yeat. “Forty-six thou- 
‘sand of these arrived’ during the month of 
‘April, and the present rate of arrival is about 
twelve thousand a week. Should'the vol- 
ume of , this influx continue to increase dur- 
ing the Summer months, we may reasonably 
expect that fully half a million immigrants 


will reach our shores ‘in the course of the 


year 1880... This would ‘be an’ addition of 
1 per ‘cent. to the population of the 
United ‘States from ‘foreign sources alone 
in a single year. In Europe this vast exodus 
has caused much uneasiness, and it is not to 
be looked upon with unmixed satisfaction by 
the people of this country. ‘There is a well- 
grounded fear that our. friends are: coming 


upon us much too fast for their good or ours. 


There is a limit to. our. powers: of assimila- 
tion, and when. it.is/ exceeded ‘the country 
waffers from something very like indigestion. 
We are willing to receive immigrants just as 
fast as we can make thém over. into good 
American citizens, adding to our bone 
and .sinew. and increasing, our. prodiic- 
tive capacity... The .record , of. any sur- 
‘plus which’ may ‘reach: us ‘is common- 
ly to be found in. the register of paupers 
and criminals, The -present Spring tide of 
immigration; however, comes under pecu- 
liarly gratifying conditions. So long as 
‘these continue in force we have no cause for 
‘anxiety, and may cry “ themore'the better.’’

a few. inches of his eyes. After gazing 
steadfastly at this bright object for alittle 
while,.the German appears. to lose his own 
individuality and becomes the passive instru- 
ment of the experimenter.

He believes whatever ‘he “is told to 
bélieve, and forgets whatever he ig told té 
forget. When the scientific person gives him

of a book* whitch the experimenter reads 
aloud to him, although it may be ina lan- 
guage of which he is. entirely ignorant, and 
he will forget his own name if he is told that 
he has no mame, . It-is, obvious that the con- 
dition. of a hypnotized: person is precisely 
that of one who has undergone the’ process 
that’ was formerly called magnetization, and 
that all the. curious results produced by the 
practitioner of animal magnetism can be pro- 
duced by hypnotism: ;

The English Court' of Appeal has giver to 
Directors a lesson which may be read with profit 
by officers of this kind in our. own country, “The 
-case. Was an appeal from a decision of Sir’ Gaones 


one‘of the Directors of the Railway. and General 
Light Improvement Company, liable to the Omfielal 
Liquidator for $3,250 which the company had spent 
for an unlawful purpose.. The Board of Directors 
had passed a resolution appropriating this amount — 
for.“ preliminary expenses.” Manzertr was present 
at the meeting, and voted for the resolution with- 
out. making anyinguiry as to what the “ prelimi- 
nary 6xpenses”* were. As a matter of fact, the pur- 
pose for which the money was voted and used was - 
fraudulently raising the price: of the company’s 
shares in the market, ‘or, as the Master.of the Rolls 
expreased it, “rigging the market.” It was not 
claimed that Manzerrt was a knowing party to this 
fraud, or that he knew or suspected ‘its existence, 
So faras criminal intent or guilty knowledge was 
concerned, he was innocent.
